This  is  the:  Eleventh  Annual  Report  prepared  by 
the  Wyoming  State  Office* 

The  report  covers  the  various  programs  of  the 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration,  ad- 
ministered by  the  Wyoming  State  PMA  Committee. 

A BRIEF  NARRATIVE  REPORT  HAS  BEEN : I NCLUDED  ON 

each  program;  however,  the  main  purpose  of  the 

REPORT  IS  TO  PRESENT  STATISTICAL  DATA  SHOWING 
THE  IMPORTANT  aCCOMPL l SHMENTS. 
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The  194s  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  like  all 

PREVIOUS  PROGRAMS,  WAS  DEVELOPED  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  THE 
PREVIOUS  YEAR  * S HANDBOOK  aND  RECOMMENDED  CHANGES  MaDE 
BY  COMMUNITY  ANO  COUNTY  COMMI TTEEMEN.  THIS  DEVELOPMENT 
STARTED  EARLY  IN  19^7,  AT  THE  GRaSS  ROOT  LEVEL  aND  WENT 
ON  THROUGH  THE  NORMAL  CHANNELS  OF  DEVELOPMENT  UNTIL  A 
PROGRAM  EMERGED  THAT  aDEQUATELY  MET  THE  CONSERVATION 

needs  of  Wyoming. 

Again  in  1948,  each  county  had  their  own  handbook  which 

OFFERED  TO  FARMERS  ONLY  THOSE  PRACTICES  THAT  APPLIED  TO 
THE  CONDITIONS  PREVALENT  IN  THAT  PARTICULAR  COUNTY, 

The  covers,  forewords,  etc.,  were  developed  by  each  in- 
dividual COUNTY. 

The  "local"  practice  provision,  originated  in  1947,  was 

CONTINUED  IN  1943,  THIS  "LOCAL"  PRACTICE  PROVISION 

makes  it  possible  to  meet  local  conservation  needs  in 
Cases  where  regular  docket  practices  fail  to  do  so.  As 

A RESULT  OF  THE  RULING  THAT  SEEDING  ALFALFA  COULD  NOT 
BE  APPROVED  as  A "local"  PRACTICE  only  eight  counties 
UTILIZED  THE  "local"  PRACTICE  OPTION.  The  PRACTICES 
SELECTED  INCLUDED  (i)SHELTERS  .ND  WINQBREAKS,  (2)  iviaIN— 

taintng  ditch  banks,  anc  (3)  Service  Trails. 

There  were  sixty-three  Community  Projects  carried  out 
IN  NINE  COUNTIES  UNDER  THE  1948  PROGRAM.  SOME  393  FARMS 
WERE  INVOLVED  IN  THESE  PROJECTS.  A SUMMaRY  OF  THE  CON- 
SERVATION PR aCT I CES  CARRIED  OUT  UNDER  THESE  AGREEMENTS 
FOLLOWS?

MILLION  DOLLARS*  Of  THIS  AMOUNT,  APPROXIMATELY  ! 07 
MILLION  DOLLARS  WAS  DISTRIBUTED  TO  THE  STATES  AND 
TERRITORIES  FOR  CONSERVATION  PRACTICES*  THE  REMAINING 
AMOUNT  WAS  SET  ASIDE  FOR  SUCH  ITEMS  AS  INCREASE  IN  SMALL 

payment,  admi ni strat i on,  etc,  Wyoming1 s share  of  the 
PRaCTICE  MONEY  Was  $832,000  OR  ONLY  44  PERCENT  OF  THE 
AMOUNT  RECEIVED  FOR  THE  1947  PROGRAM. 

There  were  7,487  ACP  farms  and  ranches  in  the  state 

SIGNED-UP  UNDER  THE  1948  PR OGR AM»  Of  THIS  NUMBER,  ONLY 
5,424  OR  44  PERCENT  OF  THE  FARMS  aND  RANCHES  IN  THE 
state  actually  carried  out  conservation  practices.  Of 
THE  7,487  FARMS  SIGNED-UP,  a80UT  28  PERCENT  FAILED  TO 
carry  out  any  practices*  The  big  reduction  in  the 

NUMBER  OF  PARTICIPATING  FARMS  FROM  PREVIOUS  YEARS  WaS 

due  mainly  to  the  limited  amount  of  funds  and  the  $500 
payment  limitation. 

The  average  size  farm  in  Wyoming  is  between  2,500  and 
3,000  acres  which  means  that  many  places  are  much  larger 
than  this.  The  conservation  needs  on  units  of  this  size 

ARE  SO  GREAT  that  MaNY  PRODUCERS  WOULD  NOT  OR  COUNT  NOT 

participate  in  view  of  the  $500  limitation.  The  farms 
that  did  participate  carried  cut  practices  having  a 
credit  value  of  $192,000  more  than  the  practice  payments 
made  to  them.  The  average  sized  payment  per  farm  was 
$I54.53  and  the  average  sized  payment  per  payee  was 

$147.39. 

The  average  sized  part i ci patj ng  farm  had  2,808  acres  of 
farmland  consisting  of  236  acres  of  cropland,  2,528 

aCRES  OF  GRaZ INGLaND,  27  ACRES  OF  MOUNTAIN  MEaDOWLaND 
and  17  ACRES  OF  OTHER  NON— CROP LAND«  Of  THE  FARMS  PaRTI— 
CI PATI NG, ABOUT  77  PERCENT  OF  THEM  WERE  SMALLER  THAN  THE 

average  size  farm.  Approximately  one  percent  of  the 
participating  farms  had  over  32,000  acres  of  farmland.

As  IN  THE  PAST  THE  OPERATION  OF  THE  FEDERAL  CROP  INSURANCE  PROGRAM, 
WHEAT  WAS  THE  ONLY  CROP  FOR  WHICH  THE  PROTECTION  WAS  AVAILABLE  IN 

Wyoming.  This  crop,  being  grown  to  some  extent  in  a good  many  coun- 
ties in  the  State,  is  no  doubt  the  best  single  crop  that  might  have 

BEEN  SELECTED  FOR  INSURANCE* 


During  the  summer  of  19^7  Congress  reduced  the  Crop  Insurance  Pro- 
gram FROM  SOME  1500  COUNTIES  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  TO  200  COUNTIES 
FOR  WHEAT,  AND  THE  PROGRAM  WAS  PUT  ON  AN  EXPERIMENTAL  BASIS. 


We  were  operating  the  Wheat  Insurance  Program  in  four  counties  in 
Wyoming  and,  with  the  Program  reduction  in  the  United  States  it  was 
reduced  to  one  county,  namely  Goshen  County.  An  entirely  new  Insur- 
ance Program  was  put  in  operation  during  the  summer  of  19^7  and  was 
put  into  operation  in  only  three  counties  in  the  United  States, 
namely  Logan  County,  Colorado,  Ford  County,  Kansas,  and  Hamillan 
County,  Nebraska*  Contracts  were  carried  over  in  the  remaining  coun- 
ties AND  NO  NEW  BUSINESS  WAS  WRITTEN*  64  CONTRACTS  WERE  CARRIED  OVER 
in  Goshen  County  for  1948,  covering  151  Units* 


1948  WAS  A BETTER  THAN  AVERAGE  CROP  YEAR.  THEREFORE,  THE  INSURANCE 
EXPERIENCE  SHOULD  HAVE  BEEN  FAVORABLE  TO  THE  RESERVES  OF  THE  CORPOR- 
ATION, and  it  was*  The  indemnities  paid  amounted  to  only  4782 

BUSHELS  COMPARED  WITH  Ic, 957*6  BUSHELS  OF  PREMIUMS  GIVING  A RATIO  OF 
28p  PREMIUMS  PAID  TO  INDEMNITIES*
